Trichinosls

The pig discase mentloned
above, vesicular exanthema, af-
fects only pigs, not people, The
dangerous diseasa which affects
people {s trichinosls, which is
caused by eating raw or insuf-
ficlently cooked pork which is
Infested with tiny worms, It.{s
a preventable disease because
thorough cooking of pork kills
the worms.or parasites and
renders them hatrmless, The
disease 18 contracted only by
swallowing the live worms,
According to the Unfted States
Publte Health Service, when a
person eats raw or improperly
#ooked pork or pork products
(bacon, ham, ste.) which may con-
tain the tiny worms, salled
trichinae, the digestive juices In
hix stomach dissolys the dell-
cate covering which encases
each worm. The liberated
worms then travel down the
intestiies where they grow,
mate, and bear young, The irrl-
tation produced by this activity |
In the intestines causes nausea,
vomiting, and diarrhea wﬂhln'
24 to 48 hours, |
The Multiplioation of Worms [
Each female worm gives birth
to hundreds of larvas.

Medica] treatment is necessary,
however, and is given to bulild
up the patient's resistance, to
treat symptoms ag they arise,
and to prevent complications,
Pneumonia sometimes follows
the late stages of the discase.
The death rate from trichinosis
iz low, and even in severe cases,
the chance of recovery is good
if the attending physiclan cor:
rectly diagnoses the case.
